Claims Pending: Claims 1-83 
Claims Canceled: Claims 84 and 85 

2. No changes have been made to any of the pending claims 1-83, by the Amendment 
submitted herewith. 

3 . The support in the disclosure for the changes previously made in connection with the 
presently pending claims is as follows: 

Previously amended claim 39. The previous amendments correct inadvertent 
informal errors in original claim 39. 

Previously amended claim 40. The previously filed amendatory language is 
supported by FIGs. 1 and 2 of the drawing, and in particular the two lamps 12 and 13 
and the two directed light beams 14 and 15 referred to at various places in the original 
specification including at column 11 line 54 through column 12 line 27, and at column 
16 lines 30-41. 

Previously added claim 79. The subject matter of previously added dependent 
claim 79 is shown in FIGs. 1 and 2 of the drawing, and in particular the two lamps 12 



and 13 and the two directed light beams 14 and 15 referred to at various places in the 
original specification including at column 11 line 54 through column 12 line 27, and at 
column 16 lines 30-41 . 

Previously added claim 80. Previously added claim 80 is original claim 40 to 
which has been previously added the amendatory language discussed above in 
connection with previously amended claim 40. 

Previously added claim 81 . The position of the two lamps (12 and 13) in 
openings in the reflector 36, with the second electric lamp recessed in its reflector 
opening with the refractive lens 213 exposed in the reflector 36, is shown in FIGs. 1 
and 2, elements of which are referred to at various places in the specification including 
at column 1 1 line 54 through column 12 line 27, and at column 16 lines 30-41 . 

Previously added claim 82. The movable housing and switching arrangement of 
claim 82 are described in the specification at column 12 lines 28-32. 

Previously added claim 83. Previously added claim 83 is dependent from claim 
81 and includes the subject matter set forth in previously added claim 79, the support 
for which is set forth above. 
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
